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thip Conneéticut, ‘Capt. Palmer, arrived 
here in 54 days from Liverpool. 
Lonvon, May 2s. 

The declaration of his imperial majefty, as 
chief of the empire, profefling a difpofition to 
enter into a negociation with the French Repub- 
lic, has much attracted public attention. But it 
feems, and is obvious, that his majefty, in mak- 
jng this intimation to the diet of Ratifbon, had 
nothing further in view than to render nugatory 
the mediation offered by the king of Pruflia ; to 
prevent any partial treaty being entered into, 
thyough him, which might tend to diflocate the 

rand German confederacy ; to place his imperi- 
al majefty at the head of thofe German itates 
which are difpofed to treat for peace ; and to ac- 
celerate or retard the negociations according to 
his own intereits as a fovereign prince. The de- 
claration was fent from. Vienna on the 22d of 
April, and delivered to the diet at Ratifbon on 
the 4th of May. ‘Twelve days after, his majef- 
ty, having maturely weighed his owm relative fi- 
tuation, and alfo the difpatches fent from our 
court, accepts of a loan of 4,800,000l. and binds 
himfelf down to continue the war with France. . 
‘The profpeé& of peace is therefore, we conceive, 
as diftant as ever. 

May 27.—We yelterday flated in our paper, 
the arrival from France, by a Dane which reach- 
ed Dover on Monday aight from Calais, of eve- 
ry important intelligence. ‘his was not the on- 
ly news of confequence which yelterday brought. 

‘The event which feems the firft to prefs for 
mention is, the declaration of war by the Dutch 
againft Great Britain. 

A gentleman who left Amferdam on Saturday’ | 
laft, and failed from the Texel on Sunday, has 
brought to this country a copy. of the above de- 
claration of war, which we confider merely as a 
natural confequence of the treaty offenfive and 
defenfive entered into between the Dutch and the 
French. 

Accounts were yefterday received by govern- 
mént by way of Dover, direct from Calais, to 
nearly the following effea ;— 

Oa the morning of Thurfday laft, animmenfe 
mob having afiembled round the nall of the Con- 
vention, compofed of parties delegated from dif- 
ferent fections, who kept up an inceflant cry of 
bread and a Conftitution—fome members Were 
delegated to addrefs them, advifing them to ie- 
parate, and promifing in the ufual phrafe, that 
returning plenty was foon to be expected, as well 
as nearly a general peace, in confequence of the 
pending megociations. 

Freron was one of thofe who took upon him 
this talk—he was immediately attacked, purfued, 
and affaffinated in the bofom of the Convention. 

The crowd having now overpowered the 
guards, occupied the whole body of the hall, 
trom whence they expelled all the members, ex- 
cepting thofe whom they deemed friendly to 
their caufe, and proceeded in a tumultuous way 
to dictate meafures of reform. 

A lift of thefe was drawn up, which confifted 
principally of the following requifitions :—that 
all pertons holding offices of flate, as weil as the 
members of the Convention, fhould refign their 
fituations, and fubmit:o remain in a flate of ar- 
reftation till their condu& fhould be thoroughly 
ferutinifed; and that the primary afiemblies 
thouid be convened with all poffible difpatch. 

White this was going on Within doors, *the 
head of Freron, who was always diftinguifhed 
among the moderates, was erected on a pole and

The old committee were all difpatched, and a 
new one modelled after the form of that, at the 
head of which Robeipiere fo long reigned, was 
ap pointed. 


In examining the papers of the committee of 
public welfare, it appeared that a treaty of peace 
had ceen concluded with the princes Heffle and 
Saxe, and fome.other members of the Germanic 
body ; as alfo that another of yet as great a mag- 
nitude is in forwardnefs, this was fuppofed to be 
either with the emperor or Spain, 


Such was the revolution of the moment, but at 
the end of fix hours a change again took place 
in favour of the moderates, to whom it fhould 
feem the armed force of Paris remained faithful, 
though repulfed—the ufarpers were defeated, 
and the Convention and committees again re-af- 
fumed their functions. 





Extra& of a letter from a refpeftable Citien of 
Philadelp iia, to his friend in this city, dated 
July 6. 


«¢ T muft inform you of a circumftance which 
took place here on Saturday evening lait. At 
eleven o’clock the thip-carpenters of henfington, 
and a number of other citizens, about 500, arm- 
ed with clubs, paraded the flreets with a tranf- 
parent painting of Mr. Jay; the figure in the 
attitude of prefenting ‘‘ THe ‘TREary” to an 
expecting, admiring Senate, with the left hand, 
and in the right, a pair of icales fufpended—In 
the elevated fgale, ** Virtue, Liberty, and Inde- 
pendence,” were infcribed in large capitals; in 
the preponderating one ‘* Britith Gold.” After 
pafling through feveral ftreets, they returned a- 
gain to Kenfington, where the painting was 
committed to the flames. A fmall party of the 
Light Eiorfe attempted to difperfe them, but 
without effect; they were driven from the field 
amidit a fhower of ftowes, by whieh fome were 
feverely hurt, but no lives loft. I was an eye 
witnefs to the whole proceedings you miay there- 
fore rely on this account.”’
